Washington, Sept. 17.—The last

In tho city which knew him and 
loved him and honored him, the gov- 
ernment he had served on bloody 
fields, in the peaceful halls of legis- 
lation and in the exalted office of the 
chief magistracy, with fitting sol- 
emnity and splendor p.ild homage to 
his memory. 


A SOH3BE DAY. 


Tho state funeral day of the the 


late President McKinlcy opened as 
sombre as the occasion. 


The sky was overcast with dark, 


sullen, grey clouds, occasional spasms 
of rain fell, giving way for momen- 
tary intervals to gleams of dull sun- 
shine and a soft wind barely stirred 
into relief the signs of mourning on 
the buildings' fronts that told as well 
aa the subdued air of the public that 
this was a day of sorrow. 


Thursday tho last that was mortal 


of William-^cKinley will be com- 


* mitted to earth at Canton, with cere- 


monies- as personal as the national 
character and interest in its execu- 
tive will permit. Today was the*oc- 
casion w-hen the nation was to pay 
its lost tribute of respect and admira- 
tion of the oier of the dead president. 


PROM ALL THE LAND. 


All the country had sent here its 


representatives to testify that the 
dead liad his place deep in the na- 
tional heart. Other nations had or- 
dered their diplomatic and military 
representatives to be present as a 
token that they mourned with Amer-! 
ica is its loss. 
| 


Ex*Pre»ident Cleveland was here 


to take part in the ceremonies and, 
like President Roosevelt, paid his 
tribute first in private at the white 
house and later at the public services 
in the rotunda o'f the capital. 


Tho king of Great Britain was 


present in the person, of Mr. Gerard 
Lowther, charge of the British em- 
bassy, whom Edward had specially 
commissioned to participate in the 
services as his personal* representa- 
tive, 
Capt. Louis Bailley, of the 


royal navy, represented the embassy* 
They will return to Newport tonight 
and not go to the family funeral at 
Canton. 


OTHER EMBASSIES PRESENT. 
The other embassies and legations 


likewise had sent on their representa- 
tives. Many of the states had sent 
on their chief executives and part of 
their staffs. All branches of the na- 
tional government, legislative, execu- 
tive, judicial and military, were rep- 
resented.

j DISTINGUISHED ARRIVALS* 


Former President Cleveland and 


Former Secretary of War Lamont ar- 
rived about 8:30 and were shown at 
once to seats in the red parlors, the 
members of the cabinet began to ar- 
rive soon after and were immediately 
followed by the members of the sen-: 
ate committee and the members of 
the United States > supreme court, 
headed by Chief Justice Fuller, in 
their lobes of office. 


President Roosevelt arrived at 8:50 


o'clock, accompanied by his wife and 
his sister, and went immediately to 
the blue parlor, where they were 
joined by the members of the cabinet. 
The president wore a frock coat with 
a band of crepe on the left arm. 


\7Mle the men of note were ar- 


rh lug at the white house, the funer- 
al escort, under command of Major 
C::.3rc! John R* Brooke, was forming 


icJIately in front of the white 


h-ure. Besides regulars of soldiers, 
c.II:;-3 r.:id marines, the escort was 
miie up of a detachment of the Na- 
tl-r..l guard, members of the G, A.

Tho public had been astir early and 


the streets were crowded with, peo- 
ple. Wire cables, strung along the 
entire route of march from the white 
house to the capitol, kept it dear for 
the funeral procession. 


BODY IS TAKEN TTP. 


At precisely 9 o'clock a silent com- 


mand was given and the body bear- 
ers silently and reverently raised to 
their stalwart shoulders the casket 
containing all that was mortal of the 
illustrious dead. They walked with 
slow cadenced step and after they ap- 
peared at the main door of the white 
house the marine band, sationed on 
the avenue, opposite the mansion, 
struck up the hymn the dead presi- 
dent loved so well, ''Nearer, My God 
to Thee."

THE SAD PROCESSION. 


Maj. 
Gen. John R. Brooke was at 


the head of the line, mounted on a 
splendid charger. Behind him came 
his aides, the red-coated artillery 
band, a squadron of cavalry, with 
red and white guidons limp in the 
damp air. a battery of field artillery, 
with the men sitting straight and 
stiff as statutes, a company of engi- 
neers, two battalions of coast ar- 
tillery nud a detachment of the hos- 
pital corps. 
Then came the naval 


contirgcnt of the first section, headed 
by the Marine band, who were fol- 
lowed by a battalion of marines and 
one of sailors from the north Atlantic 
squad; on, 
very 
picturesque and 


strong. 
As the national guard of 


the District of Columbia brought up 
the rear of the first section of the 
parade the civic section of the pro- 
cession marched into line. It was 
under command of Gen. Henry V. 
Boynton as chief marshal and coin- 
prised detachments from the Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion, the Regu- 
lar Army and Navy Union, the Union 
Veteran Legion, the Spanish war 
veterans and the Grand Army of the 
Republic. As these veterans of the 
civil war passed the waiting hearse 
wheeled slowly into line, the guards 
of honor from the army and navy 
took tip positions on* either side of 
the hearse and the funeral cortege 
proper took its appointed place be- 
hind a delegation of the Grand Army 
of the Reptiblic. 
THE PRESIDENT IN CORTEGE. 
Close behind the hearse came 
a 


carriage in which were seated ex- 
President Grover Cleveland, Rear 
Admiral Robley D. Evans and Gen. 
John M. Wilson. In 
a carriage 


drawn by four fine black horses com* 
ing next were President Roosevelt, 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt and Commander W, 


S. Cowlea, the president's brother-in- 
law. 
Then followed a line of car- 


riages bearing all the members of 
the cabinet, a number of ex-members 
and behind them the diplomatic 
corps. 
Curtains were drawn, so it 


was difficult to distinguish their oc- 
cupants, 


AN AWFUL SILENCE. 


Solemnly the funeral party wound 


down past the treasury building and 
into the broad sweep of Pennsylva- 
nia avenue amid a profound silence 
that was awful to those who only six 
months ago had witnessed the en- 
thusiastic plaudits

dential office.

4:25 p. m. 


Mrs. Brown recently came here 


from Muncio and had earned a Jive* 
lihood for herself and child by going 
out to work. 


The bodies were examined at the 


morgue. The clothing was burned off 
the bodies of both and the skin wa< 
burned off the woman's shoulders 
though neither were so badly injured 
that they could not be recognised 
When found at the building the child 
was lying across the mother's breast, 
and both were lying on the floor o£ a 
second-story room.

sational surprise. 


Dunn will bo arraigned sooa and 


his trial will doubtless b& fixed for 
some time during the present term of 
the circuit court. Judge Samuel M, 
Hench has been assisting Prosecutor 
Emrick in tlxo conduct of the st*ite"s 
case. 


This second indictment if in two 


counts and charges abortion. 
First 


by the use of instruments on the 
person of Elisabeth Weisell, and sec- 
ond by the administering of a power- 
ful drug to the same party. 


Elizabeth Weisell was a domestic 


employed in the family of Dunn and 
it was the evidence given to the 
grand jury that ie had been crimi- 
nally intimate with her from which 
ensued a delicate condition. The fur- 
ther allegation is that after slic be- 
came in tliis condition the defendant, 
Dunn, used instruments upon her 
for the purpose of producing an 
abortion and that he likewise ad- 
ministered to her powerful drugs for 
the purpose of effecting an abortion; j 
that an abortion was procured and 
r 


the foetus was found on the prem- 
ises of tho defendant; that after the 
discovery of the foetus the girl was 
removed to the home of her parents 
for convalescence; that her recovery 
was retarded and that Dunn became 
anxious awarding her and had her 
removed to the residence of a neigh- 
bor where she would, it was sup- 
posed, receive better care; that abe 
:ontinued to grow worse -and tho 
neighbors became alarmed and had 
her removed back to the home of her 
parents, where she died dn July, 


000, her death being the direct re- 
sult of the abortion alleged to have 
been committed and procured imme- 
diately previous to her last illness. 
It is alleged by the prosecution that 
Elisabeth 
Wcdsell was a feeble 


minded girl, and the scandal sur- 
rounding her death is stall fresh in 
lie minds of the people of Washing- 
ton and Perry townships.

murder of Alice Cothrell is in eight 
counts which may be summarized aa 
follows, the first count, however, 
bedng given in full as follows:

AS TO THE ANARCHISTS.

whether there is or not, anarchism 
has received from the crime of Czol- 
gosz a set-back that it will feel for 
many years. 


Public sentiment has been fused in 


a most intense heat on this question 
since the Buffalo tragedy. Anarchy 
is presented in a most abhorrent as- 
pect. 
Men who have hitherto been 


indifferent to or patient with this 
hateful gospel of bloodshed have be- 
come aroused. For the past ten days 
known anarchists have been in dan- 
ger of persona! violence. It has been 
with difficulty that order-loving cit- 
izens restrained 
themselves 
from 


wreaking vengeance on the lawless 
cult whose propaganda of crime in- 
spired the murder of the president 


This feeling will not soon abate. 


Hereafter the Goldmans and Mosts 
who publicly appeal to their follow- 
ers to fare forth to slay will be tak- 
ing their personal safety in their own 
hands. The country is in a mighty 
bad temper to hear that sort of thing 
preached again, and whatever short- 
comings there are in the laws aro 
very apt hereafter to be pieced out 
to reach the exigencies of the case 
by men who believe that anarchy and 
anarchists should go, by legal pro- 
cesses if possible, but by some pro- 
cess in any event. Anarchists have 
themselves wound up their tether.

and Harrison Streets—Millions 


Ready for Investment,

roads appointed by the Commercial 
club, voted in favor of recommending

Hanna and S. M. Foster, and the uni- 
versal opinion was that every en- 
couragement should be offered to in- 
coming- lines. The tendency of many 
citizens to oppose the lines coming 
on their particular street was depre- 
cated.MrMcCullochstated that for his 
and Mr. McCulloch stated that for his 
part he would not object to any line 
coming up Ewing street, where he 
lives. 


MONEY IS BEADY. 


W. S, Beed and S. L. Nelson, the 


latter general manager of the South- 
western company, gave the committee 
an idea of the outlook for other lines.
